Revised Section Fair Market 
Rents (FMRs) must published least 
annually the Federal Register. HUD 
published the last annual revision the 
Fair Market Rents applicable new 
construction and substantial 
rehabilitation August 29, 1980, 
effective October 1980. 

The amended Fair Market Rents 
reflect the changes which have occurred 
the general levels market rents for 
recently completed newly- 
constructed dwelling units modest 
design within each market area since 
their last annual special (interim) 
revision and also reflect the 
Department's efforts contain the costs 
housing developed under the Section 
New Construction and Substantial 
Rehabilitation Program.

The effective date 
this rule being made retroactive 
October 1981 that the amendments 
contained the rule will apply the 
Fiscal Year 1982 program and that 
applications can acted upon from 
that date forward.
